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VETERANS TO REQUEST COUNCIL 
ADOPT RESOLUTION ON VN WAR 


PORTERVILLE ~ “Survival 
is all that matters. Not 
protecting the American way of 
life, not the American public’s 
approval or disapproval of what 
you're doing, just staying alive.” 

This was the opinion 
expressed by Viet Nam war 
veteran Roger Gloson in 
addressing an audience of 
approximately 250 people last 
week at Porterville Community 
college. Gloson and six other 
Viet Nam veterans answered 
questions from the audience for 
two hours preceding a march to 
city hall to register to vote and 
request that they be put on the 
May 18 agenda of the city 
council. 

Following the march, William 
Seaton, spokesman for the 
group, said they would request 
that the city council adopt a 
resolution’ on May 18 stating 
that no more Porterville men be 
allowed to serve in Viet Nam. He 
said a lawyer was being 
consulted concerning the legality 
of such action. 

Purpose of the panel seemed 
not to be an offering of political 
solutions for ending American 
involvement in the war, but to 
present each veteran’s individual 
reaction to what he had seen 
while in Viet Nam. The seven 
panelists, Art Haun, Dave 
Goodman, Eric Lane, William 
Seaton, Robert Johnson, Ronald 
Hardin, Eli Johnson, and Gloson 
drew comments from other Viet 
Nam veterans, World War II and 
Korean war veterans, at least one 


conscientious objector, 
housewives, students, and 
instructors. 


The veterans concurred that 
they were not proud of being a 
part to the atrocities committed 
daily during their enlistment, did 
not feel their efforts had had an

effect on stopping Communist 
infiltration either into South 
Viet Nam or the United States, 
and said they felt that 
destroying a nation’s people and 
resources was in direct 
contradiction to the purported 
reason for their presence in Viet 
Nam. 

Asked if the Vietnamese 
people ever offered an indication 
that they were happy with 
American troop occupation Eli 
Johnson, a two-year veteran, 
replied he had never had the 
opportunity to ask them. He 
stated that they “seem burned 
out by the war and don’t care 
any more who occupies their 
country.” 

“They'll go with whichever 
side happens to be in control of 
their village at that particular 
time,” he added. 

One ex-marine who stated 
that after losing most of his 
company in an attack he refused 
to go on any more missions, said 
he was “threatened, intimidated, 
fined, harrassed, and kept on 
active duty for 11 months 
without an R and R.” 

A conscientious objector 
from the audience announced 
that he would refuse to pick up 
a gun if inducted. Johnson 
replied he had seen this happen, 
and that ‘“‘when fired upon these 
were the first ones to come 
begging for a rifle and clip to 
defend themselves.” 

Commenting on the 
Lieutenant Calley case, Haun 
stated that he (Calley) should be 
allowed to plead temporary 
insanity because “anyone over 
there has to be temporarily 
insane to do what is necessary.” 
Goodman added that “‘when you 
start to enjoy it you know 
you’ve been over there. too 
long.”
